Col* Johnson and Col. Allen both felt that 
the few plumbing fixtures installed in those barracks might 
be left behind* In all other instances, however, 3 uch fixtures 
were removed* 

4* You will recall that some time ago we discussed 
ways and moans of realizing maximum returns on tho barracks 
and other buildings erected by OSS. With your consent, I 
suggested to Col. Johnson that he arrange to get bid3 for the 
salvage value of the lumber and other materials in tho buildings. 

I found that several local dealers had submitted lumber and 
other materials in the buildings. I found that several local 
dealers had submitted bids with somewhat disappointing results. 
While I do not have the exact figures before me, Cols. Johnson 
and Allen and I computed that tho net gain to OSS on the boat 
bid would be about #100 at Toyon Cove. While concededly the 
lumber and other materials have a real value, the buildings 
would have to be dismantled and transported to tho mainland. 

The high labor coats involved in those operations wore undoubtedly 
the principal reason for the low bida received. Under the cir- 
cumstances, Cols. Johnson and Allen felt, and I agreod, that 
the removal of the buildings would, in the long run, prove 
disadvantageous and uneconomical to the Government. Even though 
bids were submitted on the basis that the contractor would have 
to restore the areas from which tho buildings were removed, it 
could be anticipated that argumonts would develop v/ith the 
lessor as to whether restoration was done properly. Further- 
more, all OSS personnel were leaving the island on 30 September 
or within one or two days thereafter, and it was obviously 
preferable that matters bo settled as finally as possible prior 
to their departure. 

5. The leases in question, OSS-1090 and OSS-1105, 
provide that the Government may be required to restore the 
leased premises within sixty days after receiving notice from 
the lessor to do so, and if it does not do so, tho lessor can 
restore and charge tho Government with the cost. The lessor 
here, to protect’its rights in this respect, has already given 
us notice that it will require restoration. At the same time 
it has indicated its willingness to accept the improvements 
made by the Government in lieu of restoration, but it has 
refused to pay anything for such improvements. At a meeting

Ho conceded that tho materials contained therein 
had somo value on tho island, but ho said that the company 
was not planning any construction and had no need for any 
such materials at this time. He also admittod that somo of 
tho other improvements (o.g,, the extension of the pier at 
Toyon, and the cemont walk and roadway) enhanced the value 
of the land, but ho said that they were not nocoasary to the 
premises, and tho lessor could not bo expected to share any 
part of tho cost. The one thing which ho acknowledged to have 
somo valuo to tho lessor was four boilers installed by OSS 
on two of the parcels. If those wore loft installed, ho said 
tho lessor would allow $400 for the boilers, to be applied 
either against tho ront or against the lessor's claim for 
damagos to tho interior of tho buildings at Toyon. LIr.
